Spillman of Milroy Here. 


IS CAUGHT F IV E HOURS LATER 


Greenfield 
Marshal 
Captures Wil­ 


liams After Sensational Ride- 


Brought Here Today. 


Harold Williams, 18 
years 
old, 
giving his home as Nashville, Tenn., 
did not get very far in a stolen auto­ 
mobile, the property of James Spill­ 
man of Milroy. He was captured in 
Greenfield about five hours after lie 
had taken the machine from in front 
of the Bussard garage, corner of Per­ 


kins and Second streets, last night. 
Williams was returned here this 
morning hy Sheriff (’avitt and Jack 
Sullivan, night policeman. v The ear 


w a s taken between five-thirty 
and 
six o ’c l o c k last night. 
Mr. Spillman 
was a w itness to the robbery of his 
own ear. 
The car was parked on 
the wrong sale of tin* street 
and 
when Williams cranked the machine 
Mr. Spillman thought he w a s going to 
place it on the right 
side 
of 
the 
street. 
A warrant to hold 'Williams in jail 
was filed by Mr. Spillman about noon 
today. 
He will he arraigned before 
Mayor Helmut Monday afternoon* at 
one-thirty o’clock. 
It is likely that 
he will then be bound over to the 
grand jury, because of the serious­ 
ness of the charge, grand larceny. 
When arrested in Greenfield Wil­ 
liams was accompanied by W illinui 
Scott, an 
umbrella mender. 
Scott 
was also returned here. As soon as 
the robbery was discovered the po­ 
lice* in all tin* surrounding towns were 
liotiiied and given the number of the 


m achine. At about ten-thirty o clock 
a machine stopped in front of a ga­ 
rage in Knight.-4 own and the driver 
asked tile name of the town, lie was 
told and continued on east along the 
national road. 
The man at tiie ga­ 
rage recognized the number of the 
machine as being the one stolen here 
and called William Martin, marshall 
of Greenfield. 
Marshall Martin watched the road 
closely and stopped a large touring 
ear to inquire if they had seen any­ 
thing of the Ford. 
While he w a s 
talking the stolen machine came in 
sight. The driver refused to stop and 
the Greenfield marshall leaped on the 
running board of the machine as it 
passed. The arrest was very sensa­ 
tional and W illiams »lid everything to 
escape, 
lie tried to force marshall 
off the m ach in e and it was only alter 
the marshall’s revolver was leveled 
at him that he stopped. 
As soon as the capture was effect­ 
ed the police here were called. Sheriff 
(’avitl 
accompanied by Jack Sulli­ 
van, FJmcr Caldwell and Roy Beaver 
went to Greenfield after the prisoners 
and the stolen 
car. 
They 
arrived 
home this morning at nine o ’clock. 
Young Williams, 
when 
questioned 
this morning at tin* jail, 
admitted 
that he took the 
automobile 
and 
could give no reason other than that 
he wanted to get to Indianapolis. He 
said he arrived here yesterday and 
saw the machine and dechled that he 
would make a get-away. 
Williams 
stated that he intended to “ditch” the 
machine as soon as he arrived in In­ 
dianapolis. 
The story of Scott, the umbrella 
mender found with 
Williams, 
and 
that of Williams do not agree. Seott 
claims that Williams picked him up 
along the road near Connersville and 


that they went through Cambridge 
City and Knightstown before landing

Satterlield was given a pre­ 
liminary hearing this morning before 
Mayor Bebout on 
an 
assault and 
battery charge with intent 
to 
kill 
charge and 
following 
tin* 
hearing 
Mayor Bebout took the case 
under 
advisement, stating that he »lid not 
want to bind the colored man over to 
grand jury unless more evidence was 
found 
The rest of the colored company 
which put on the 
plantation 
show 
here this week was released 
from 
jail last evening after the evidence 
was sifted down and it was shows 
that al'f could be accounted for ex­ 
cept Satterfield. 
Inability of Smiley 
to identify his assailant is largely 
responsible for the police tailing to 
imfRe a good case against the color­ 
ed man. 
Two witnesses were found 
who testified that Satterfield wa- at 
a spindle wheel, one of* the conces­ 
sions of the horse show and fall fes­ 
tival, located at the corner of Main 
and Second streets, at 
least 
five 
minutes before the cutting occurred. 
Satterfield 
denied 
cutting 
Smiley 
and positively stated that In* 
had 
never seen Smiley before. 
At 111»* trial this morning Smiley 
Stated that he went in the show 
shorty Ik*fore three o’clock. Titer * 
was no one in the room apparently 
although some colored people, whom 
lie was unable to identify, were on 
the outside. 
He stated that he sal 
down at the piano and 
started to 
play. 
He was interrupted by a man 
who demanded to know what b u si­ 
ness he had at the piano. One word 
led to another and Smiley says he 
was struck and knocked down. 
There was not a very good light in 
the» room and Smiley stated he was 
unable to identify the man but was 
positive it was a colored man. Just 
one blow was struck according to 
Smiley, and he was cut by that one. 
He said the man struck at him with 
his left hand. 
Satterfield admitted 
that he was left-handed. 
Smiley then got up and 
went 
to 
the door and was taken to a physi­ 
cian 
The colored people 
out 
in 
front noticed him for the first time 
when he came to the door with blood 
all over his face. 
Fred Lewis, col­ 
ored, owner of the show stated that 
he met Satterfield 
in Indianapolis 
for the first time last 
Wednesday 
while looking for a piano player and 
he agreed to come here. 
Lewis sta­ 
ted 
that 
Satterfield 
was at 
the 
theater for the rehearsal yesterday 
morning and that he did not see him 
again until after the cutting. 
Lewis stated that 
as 
soon 
as 
Smiley came to the door and he saw 
that he had been slashed 
on 
the 
face, he started out to find the po­ 
lice. 
lie saw Chief Rosencrance go­ 
ing in the rear 
of 
the 
Twentieth 
Century Dry Cleaners place in the 
hack part of the Betker store. 
At 
the time he caught up with Chief 
Rosencrance’he saw Satterfield go­ 
ing out of the alley on 
to 
Third 
street by the fire station. 
The chief 
and Lewis 
caught 
Satterfield 
in 
front of the City Restaurant and he

On the Battlefield of Soissons, Oct. 
3. (By Mail to New York.)— When I 
was almost at the door of the house 
where I am stopping, this evening, 1 
s;iWf in the glare of 
the 
lumpliglit 
from the doorway, a Ferncli soldier 
with a eGrman prisoner. 
The soldier 
was looking into the lighted hallway, 
the German stood de.jeetly, with his 
head down and his right arm in a 
sling. 
t 
A Swiss fugitive was with me, a 
man from the devasted town of Sen- 
lis, and lie asked permission of the 
soldier to speak to the prisoner. 
“Don’t let the officer see you talk­ 
ing when he comes out of the house,* 


said the Frenchman. 
At the first words of the Swiss the 
prisoner smiled with relief, and, step­ 
ping aside in the 
darkness, 
seated 
himself wearily on a stone, 
lie said 
his arm was broken.' 
In the light I 
had seen that the sleeves was torn 


and bloody. 
“ I'm suffering terribly,” he said t<> 
the Swiss. 
“ My hand is swollen to 
twice the size and I am in 
terrible 
pain. 
1 was caught because 1 was 
too weak and .sick at the stomach to 
gel away. Now, instead of taking me 
to the hospital, they bring me here. 1 
am very much worried.” 
"Don’t worry,” 
said 
the 
Swiss. 
“The French are very kind to their 
prisoners. 
They will take you to the 
hospital and get your arm well and 
then they will make you 
do 
easy 
work.” 
As the two men talked 
I noticed 
the injured arm moving in the band­ 
age. 
It seemed to me that the sling 
hung loosely from the neck 
instead 
o f being weighted down with 
the 
wounded arm. 
The French soldier was worriedly 
keeping his eyes on the open door- 
wTay, waiting for the officer he had 
been sent to ask 
for. 
My 
Swiss 
friend, unnoticed, talked on. trying to 
assure the young German giant that 
no harm would come to him. 
“We’ve seen hundreds of German 


prisoners in this 
town,” 
said 
the 
would-be comforter,” and not a one 
of them has been harmed 
by 
the 
French. 
The two hospitals are full 
of wounded Germans, and you'll go 
to a hospital, too.” 


“ But why do they bring me here?” 
asked the German, almost in a whim­ 
per. 
“ I'm afraid they’ll 
shoot me. 
Help me, if you can,” he pended. 
Then 1 saw a thing that made me 
give a hall-yell. 
“ Look o u t!” 1 think 
I 
shouted, 
“ IIis arm is out of the bandage.” I 
thought the German was 
reaching 
for a revolver. 
The Swiss jumped 
hack and shouted to the French sol­ 
dier. 
Ju st at that instant the French 
officer apearcd in the lighted door­ 
way “ Where is that 
prisoner?” he 
sa id. 
“ Hero,” 
said 
the 
Frenchman, 
reaching over and taking the German 
by the left arm. lie dragged the pris­ 
oner into the light. 
We saw then that his arm was not 
in the sling. 
Instead 
it 
hung, limp 
anti bloody, in a most protesque po­

2.—Writing 
in the current number of the Corn 
Belter, a weekly publication sent out 
by the University of Illinois, Carl S. 
Vrooman, assistant 
secretary 
oi 
agriculture, declares that the cotton 
situation not only affects the nortl 
Hut threatens to become a nationa 
calamity, 
lie explains in what man 
ner the north as well as the south i 
affected by the slump irt the cotton 
market due to the European war. Tin 
article, in part follows: 


BY CARL VROOMAN 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 


In the North and west an occas­ 
sional grumble! is heard because* the 
Federal Government is doing all in 
its power to help the southern fa r­ 
mer market or carry his cotton. Tin 
cry has been raised that sectiona 
favoritism is being shown. 
Such ; 
charge could not honestly be made 
by anyone really conversant with the 
f a c t s ; by anyone having a real un 
dcrstanding of the nature of the in­ 
dustrial and financial crisis precip 
itated on this side e»f the Atlantic 
by the war now raging in Europe. 
Suppose this world-war had made 
grain instead e>f cotton a elrug on the 
market. 
What 
then? 
Graneries 
would he* choked with 
grain 
that 
would figure out some way effectively 
to u>e it for fuel, as they used corn 
in the middle nineties. Throughout 
lhe Midland states there would pre­ 
vail 
acute 
business 
depression. 
Farm credits would he nowhere and 
the average rural family of the grain 
country would he 
without 
ready 
money. 
Furthermore, the entire countary, 
East, West, and North, as well, 
the Midlands, would feel tin* finnncia 
pinch. 
What might 
have 
befallen 
tin 
North in such an event, actually ha> 
befallen the cotton states. When the 
war gripped Europe 
our 
greatest 
cash (cotton) crop suddenly hecanu 
a liability instead of an asset. 
In a 
brief span of days the crop that for 
generations had been one of the great 
factors in maintaining our balance 
of trade, the crop that had promis­ 
ed to add more than half a billion of 
dollars to the export side of the led­ 
ger, slumped in price to a level below 
that of the cost of production. 
Thus the whole financial structure 
of the south was shaken to its very 
foundation. 
Farmers found them­ 
selves without a market t for 
their 
staple crop; even without an opport­ 
unity to secure loans on that crop. 
They had no cash to carry forward 
farm operations. 
Indeed, every fur­ 
ther move made toward harvesting© 
the crop became an added liability. 
Thousands found themselves at 
a 
stroke face to face with actual pov­ 
erty, in the midst of what, under nor­ 
mal conditions, 
would 
have 
been 
plenty. 
Such paralysis of 
staple 
production 
naturally 
affected 
all 
branches of trade and industry. To- 
das the south is warstrieken again— 
almost as completely as if the hostile 
ships were blockading her ports. 
At the same time the entire nation 
East, West, and Midland as well as 
South, feels 
the 
financial 
pinch. 
Northern 
farmers, 
almost 
alone, 
those to whom the war has brought, 
unexpected prosperity through a sen­ 
sational advance in the 
prices 
of 
wheat and oats, do not yet feel the 
pinch to any great extent. 
It is real 
and tangible nevertheless. 
Thus it would he very had 
ethics 
as well as very bad economics if we 
northern fanners should now attempt 
to discredit the efforts of the Feder­ 
al Government, and of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture in particular, to 
aid the cotton farmers in their dire 
plight and to put the cotton market 
on a basis that will promise relief to

would he particularly odious in view 
of the fact that efforts made to sus­ 
tain the cotton market are made (•> 
fore-tall a national calamity. 


This is a question that concerns 
everybody.

It concerns Maine a s well a s Geor­ 
gia. 
Normally the South buys heav­ 
ily of northern 
filed 
products 
and 
manufactured articles. 
She pays in 
money received from her cotton. How 
can she buy our products if she can­ 
not sell her cotton? 


It behooves us fanners 
of 
the 
North fully to appreeiate how gen­ 
eral is the hearing of

cotton
